TAFT REPLIES TO MILES. 
(RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—PM) 
WASHINGTON, June &—The War 
Department today made public a re. 
port received from Gov. Taft replying 
to Statements made by Lieut.-Gen. 
Miles after his visit to the islands 


last year. The report is dated at 
Benquit, April 18, and avs: 

“I am in receipt, by reference from 
the Chief of the Bureau of Ineviar 
Affairs and the Ajutant-General of 
the army, of an excerpt from the re- 
port of the Lieutenant-General of the 
Army, relating tod the conditions of 
agriculture in the archipelago, and the 
means of avoiding a probable famine, 
and in accordance with the direction 
in the reference I have the honor to 
make the following comment: 

That there is a shortage in the is- 
lands of the usuai supp.y is undoubtedly 
true, but 1 have been surprised to 
find thus far how little famine and 
hunger there is. I have not received 
a single call from a single provin:ial 
governor for rice for free distribution 
in the entire’ archi,elago. in the 
province of Batangas, Capt. Broughton, 
in managing the so-called war famine 
fund, the history of which has been 
already officially reported to you, hs 
rade a very small tuitous dis- 
tribution of rice, no exceeding, 1 
should think, in quanity more than 
$2000 worth. The actien of the com- 
mission in directing a proclamation 
by the civil governor calling upon 
the people everywhere to plant, co:n, 
camotes or sweet potatoes, rice ani 
other quick-growing food products hai 
a very wide influence in stirring up 
the people to provide against thr, 
coming of famine. It is true that an 
urexampled drought in the islands his 
prevented the planting from being as 
productive as it otherwise would have 
been, and that the locusts, too, have 
been interfering with some of the crops 
but on the whole I have been greatly 
surprised to find the suffering so much 
less than we expected it to be in May, 
June and July. We may have calls 
for aid, but we wiil be able to pr:m tly 
respond to them, especially now that 
$5,000,000 has been appropriated for 
them. — * 

The most serious ure of the sit- 
vation is the loss of the cattle from 
rinderpest. It is not feasible to bring 
cattle into the islands without making 
sure that they will not catch this dis- 
ease after coming here and die from it. 
The fields of the islands are affected 

h rinderpest. so that if cattle be 
brought here they aré almost sure to 
have it. It is almost, necessary, there- 
fore, that all cattle brought here shall 
be immunized, having a serum inject-. 
ed into their veins which will render 
them immune for three or four months 
and at the same time by being ino-cu- 
lated with the rinderpest virus, which 
renders them immune at least for five 
years, and probably longer. We have 
made a contract for 10,000 carabaoes in 
the islands after the permanent im- 
munigation. These are to be brought 
from ina. Our insular purchasing 
agent, together with a cattle expert of 
the Agricultural Bureau, is now visit- 
ing the various ports of the Orient with 
a view to making further contracts. 

“I am unable to see that the govern- 
ment transportd 
to us, either in the transportation of 
rice or cattie. We can charter steamers 
adapted to our purpose at perhaps one- 
quarter or one-fifth the cost of oper- 
ating the transports as proposed by the 
lieutenant-general. We have a number 
of coast-guard vessels which can trans- 
port rice quickly to any part of the 
archipelago, and we can purchase rice 
in the Orient at a much cheaper price 
than we oan bring corn or wheat from 
the United States. THe rice which we 
can thus bring to save the people from 
starvation is the food which they 
used to eating, whereas they woul 


| have to be taught to eat wheat. 


“It is exceedingly important that we 
shall not pauperize the people ofthese 
islands by unnecessary gratuitous dis- 
tribution of rice. In anticipation of a 
corner in rice, we made a purchase of 
rice involving the expenditure of about 


$800,000 gold. We succ in break- 
ing the corner and keeping down the 
price of rice, and should the ce of

the best in the market, and we have 


recently disposed of 100,000 piculs of 
what is called 4 — superior fam 

rice, to be sold throughout the archi- 
pelago at a moderate “which was 
named in the contract Sale. Tf more 
than the rice we have on hand 16 
needed for the purpose of feeding 
starving people, we shall be able to 
buy it in the market and distribute it 
without the use of government trans- 


ports. 

The purchase of cattle and the 
landing of them on the islands are 
threatened with the greatest difficulty, 
for the reasons I have stated. We can- 
not hope to bring into the islands as 
many cattle as have died. We can 
only hope to bring in a sufficient num- 
ber to keep agriculture going. The 
price at which we have contracted for 
the purchase of the first 10,000 i= $88 
Mexican, delivered in Manila, com- 
pletely immunized. We hope to be 
able to make purchases of our own at 
a somewhat lower price, though hardly 
leas than 880. Mexican. If we are able 
to sell the carabao in the provinces at 
Mexican money, it will be a great 
boon to the people, eSpecially if we 
do not_require a deposit of more than 
50 per cent. of the cost price, and al- 
low a credit of six months for the 
payment of the balance. f

TEXT FOR ZIONISTS.

Meeting of the American Federation 
Receives Greetings from Herzl, Nordau 
and Zangwilli—In Palestine is Hope 
and Refuge for Persecuted Jews.

PITTSBURGH, June 9.—The consid- 
eration of amended constitution cf the 
American Federation of Zionists cc- 
cupied nearly all of today's first ses- 
sion. Greetings from eminent Jews of 
the world were received and read at 
the convention.

“To the Zionist convention, Pitts- 
burgh: The situation of our Rursian 
brethren is very serious, and calis for 
our most earnest attention.

Zionist greeting.

is more appalling than it has. been 
at any moment in the last century. Tre 
name of Kishineff, written w.ih let- 
ters of blood and fire in the martyrol- 
ogy of Israel, is sufficient, by itsel!

HAVRE (Mont.) June 8.—Later ad- 
vices from Glasgow show the 
prisoners to be William Hardee, con- 
demned murderer, who was to have 
been hanged June 26; George Pierce.

The conditions have thus far been in 
favor of the outlaws, and it looks as if 
a long chase may be expected. Many 
of the posse are itkely to go down be- 
fore the deadly rifies of the desperate 
men before they can be taken or killed. 
Fort Benton and 
George Hall, United States ins tor, 
have joined the passe, equipped with 
field glasses and heavy rifies. The 
manner in which the men slipped 
through the fingers of the patrol in the 
bend of the river shows them to be 
cunning and daring. There is strong 
talk of lynching should any of them be 
taken alive, which, however, is hardly

While it is evident that the dean win 
stand pat on his resignation, the 
status of the rest of the faculty is not 
so definitely assured. 

It is known that Dr. Bovard has 
asked every member of the faculty to 
return, but there was an unconfirmed 
rumor last night that one and pos- 
sibly two of the professors micht 
not be named by him at the meeting 
of the trustees this morning.

Said he: “We of the Old World are | 


looking to this section of the United 
States for many things which you do 


that you will furnish us with — 
of which you have not even dreamed. 
The fame of California as a grower 
of all manner of good things to eat 
and is as well 1 2 or 1 
haps better known, in Europe than 
in your Hastern States. 

“Western Europe has a great call 
for much of your goods. There are 
numerous establishments which import 
fruits or wines, and repack’ them under 
French, Spanish or German labels, 
and I suppose that eventually they 
may work themeelves back to this 
very city, to be sold at fancy prices. 

“In Spain California olives are im- 
ported in great quantities, and are re- 
packed as genuine home-grown Queen 
olives of Spain. It is, of course, a very 
stale joke’ about imported champagne 
being native falifornia wine. 

“California, however, is raising to- 
day many things that we actually 
need. Some of your products are no 
joking matter with many of our poor 
people. The prune joke, ancient in 
every boarding-house in America, has 
never yet been taken humorously in 
France. There are thousands of 
French poor, to whom a Bordeaux 
prune is a fruit sot to he had. The 
California product, however, by its 
plentiful amount and cheapness, has so 
cut into the prune market that the 
poor are able to get this dried fruit at 
reasonable prices in the winter months. 
Common product though it is. it is 
none the less valued as a rarity by 
thousands of on the continent. 

“The other California dried fruits, 
such as the ch, apricot and fig, 
are making emselves known al! 
around the world. You did not origi- 
mate these things-you did not even 
introduce them into the market: but 
you first made them cheap and plenty. 

“European economists believe that 
California will in the future produce 
many of the ultra-tropical products 
which it is now thought impossible to 
grow here.

It expired last night after a confer- 
ence between Simon Maier, W. E. Rob- 
erts, manager of the Cudahy Packing 
Company’s local plant, and President

Maler has had the slaughterers over 
a barrel at every stage of the strike, 
and none knew it better they. 
The request for a conference came 
from the butchers’ union after the 
strikers had seen their places at the 
slaughter-house and packing plant 
filled by non-union men, and that wi:h- 
out any particular activity on the part 
of Maier. 

Of course, there was the strongest 
kind of pressure brought to bear on 
the butchers’ union by the hireling 
union jawsmiths, who have hoped to 
see a general strike. They tried to en- 
courage the butchers with the State- 
ment that all the cooks and waiters 
were going out in s¥Ympathy, and that 
if this did not bring the retailers and 
wholesalers to terms business through- 
out the city would be completely para- 
lyzed. 

But the butchers thought only of 
their jobs, which were already being 
filled, and so they advised Bond to do 
the best he could. 

From beginning to end of the con- 
ference Maier stood firm for the point 
upon which be insisted at first. This 
da that he should conduct his own 


business: in other words, that the 
union was not to be recognized. For 
a long time Bond stuck on this, but 
y gave in when Maier con- 
certain points regarding slaugh- 
ter-house rules. These are just the

RETAILERS CONGRATULATED. 
It there was ever a time where pub- 
le sentiment was against strikers it 
was yesterday. All day long the re- 
tatlers throughout the city were in

The Executive Committee of the Re- 
tail Butchers’ Board of Trade met .n 
the rooms of the M. and M. Asroci:- 
tion yesterday morning to listen to an 
explanation of the causes of the strike 
froni President Bond of the local men t- 
cutters’ union. Bond told them ihe 
old story of the meat-cutters’ al ezed 
arievance against Ma‘er, and the mem- 
bers of the committee heard reepe t- 
fully, but the unionist’s remarks didn't 
make any difference with men who 
had already determined to run their 
Dusi ness affairs as suited them. 

The strikers were taught one ſes- 
son which was not counted on. They 
were confident there would be co lo 
of union sympathy for them. They 
banked on inducing the cooks and 
walters of the city to walk ort in a 
great protest against “injustice.” But 
the cooks and waiters did not do this, 
that they symparhiz°qd w th 
the meat-cutters’ but they d'4-'t leave 
their good jobs.

GAS FRANCHISE. 
CORNWALL FILES PETITION. 
Bruce Cornwall of San Francisco, 

who is said to be a man of inde- 
pendent means, made application to 
the Council yesterday for a franchise 
to @urnish gas for heating, power and 
iiuminating purposes to the inhabit- 
ants of Los Angeles. Cornwall ts rep- 
resented by Oscar Lawler, Esq. The 
statement was made yesterday that 
Cornwall is not in Los Angeles. Law- 
ler would vouchsafe no information re- 
gardmg his connections in San Fran- 
cisco. 

It is surmised- that he is affiliated 
with the Independent Gas and Power 
Company of San Francisco. Some of 
the city officials believe that Cornwall 
is a representative of the Spreckels in- 
terests. Officials of the Los Angeles 
Lighting Company profess to be 
mystified by the application. 

Cornwall says he believes he is en- 
titled to af franchise without the for- 
malities of competitive sale, and asks 
the Council to pass an ordinance grant- 
ing him such franchise, subject to the 

regulations of the city regard- 
ing the use of the public streets. Mr. 
Cornwall says: 

“Your petitioner respectfully repre- 
sents that he ia entitled to and should 
have said franchise from the city in 
order that he may at all times here- 
after be enabled to have visible. avail- 
able and tangible evidence of his 
rights in the premises. and further 
represents that such franchise is and 
will be essential to him as such evi- 
dence of his right. in interesting capi- 
tal in the furtherance of his plans and 
purposes in the maintenance, extension 
and conduct of his said business of 
supplying gas for the purposes here- 
inbefore set forth. 

“It is clear that your petitioner is 
entitied to this franchise, and that it 
is the duty of your H morable Body to 
grant it. for under the provisions of the 
Constitution of the State the right to 
so usé the public streets and thorough- 
fares has been declared to be the 
privilege of any person or corporation 
organized for that purpose, and the 
highest court of the State bas declared 
that, this privilege existing, it is the 
‘unperative duty of the Council to grant 
typ franchise’ when demanded. 

Petitioner represents that his rights 
to have such a franchise declared upon 
by your Honorable Body is respectfully 
insisted upon for th: reason that he 
does not wish his interests jeopardized 
by subsequent attack nor & remain 
indefinite for want of a clear definit on 
and thereby be clouded with such un- 
certainties as to diminish the actual 
value of his service system 
franchise would yet be taxed as 

it were definite and certain. 
As the supply of gas for power and 
heating purposes has been dec'ared by 
the Supreme Court not to be an added 
burden to the privileges generally 
nted by the Constitution, and as 
t game honorable court has decided 
that it is the ‘imperative duty’ of the 
Council to so grant such franchise, 
though it includes heat and power, 
your petitioner asks that the franchise 
be so freely granted.” 

The petition was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 3

SHOULD CALL BLUFF. 
BLANKET FRANCHISE DEBATE. 

Because of the stand. taken by Coun- 

man Farish at the session yesterday 
the adverse report of the Board cf 
Public works on the blanket franchise 
Was not adopted. 

“Call their biuff.“ was the keynote of 
Farish’s speech. 

It was finally decided to postpone 
action for one week, and to invite the 
Promoters of the blanket franchise t 
appear before the committee of the 
whole and make a further statement. 

When the report was read Farish in- 
stantiy moved to postpone action. 

“Relative to this blanket franchise 1 
wish to say that it means much to the 
city if its promises can be fulfilled. It 
means a saving of 40 cents on the zi in 
the cost of street car transportation; 
it means $509,000 to the traveling public 
of this city every year. The Council 
holds the key to the situation. It can 
fia the terms of the sale, the rate to be 
charged and the amount of the bond. 
The Council can reject any and all 
bidm If the franchise is sold the State 
law requires the road must be con- 
structed within three years. Under 
these conditions the city might be jus- 
tified in putting the franchise up for 
sale. It is a question of whether the 
offer is made in good faith or is a bluff. 
I say let's that bluff. 

Of course the routes named in the 
franchise application might have to be 
revised in part. But it does not cost. 
the city anything to call the bluff. and 
see what these men intend to do, while 
if the proposition is bona fide the sale 
of the franchise will insure competition 
in the street railway business for 
forty years, a 3-cent fare and the ex- 
penditure of over $2,000,000 in the con- 
struction of this road. a 
We fix the bond at 31.000, 0. If 
the applicants fail to buy the franchise 
no harm is done. If a satisfactory 
price is offered for the franchise, and 
the road is not built, the city will t 
the streets back again, and $1,000, 
in addition at the end of three years. 

“I believe we should defer action one 
week, and have our clerk notify the 
petitfoners to appear before the Coun- 
cil and make a plain statement of their 
intentions. It they will agree to put 
up the money to defray the expense 
uavertising the notice of sale, and win 
agree to a notice that is acceptable to 
the Council, 1 belleve we should call 
the bluff on 3-cent fares and give them 
u chance to bid for the franchise. I 
will move to defer action one week.’ 

“If anything is to be gained I will 
favor postponement,” said McAleer.

Open ‘season for doves, August and 
September. 

Deer season, July 15 to Septembeg 1, 

That is the new game ordinance 
passed yesterday by the Supervisors? 


It leaves the dove season the same 


and lengthens the deer. geason two 
weeks. 

It was the result of a long squabble 
before the board between the farmers, 
who wanted to protect the doves aad 
sportsmen who wanted to kill them. 

The hearing came up on a petition of 
the Pasadena Farmers’ Club to shorten 
the period ‘allowed by the State law in 
which doves may be killed. 

One of the speakers in favor of the 
short season was Prof. Joseph Grinnell, 
ornithologist. 

He favored protecting doves through 
the fall, as many of the doves have 
young in the nests at that time. 

Dr. Seymour of the Society for the 
Prevention of gong! to Animals, said 
he was glad to be able to say that he 
had never shot doves, aud be didn't 
consider it a sportsmaniike proceeding. 
He said that he was convinced that 
even the men who are willing to shoot 
them would not willingly do so at the 
season when the mother birds are feed- 
ing their you He offered proof to 
show that the doves breed during part 
of the open season. 

Corney Pendleton appeared for the 
shooters. He said he didn't know much 
about doves until they get on the plat- 
ter, but he believed it was too much 
trouble to climb the hills after doves,

season. He thought they ought to head 
‘erm off. 


Mr. Scott claimed that the doves do 
no good as pest’ destroyers, although 
Dr. Seymour said that an examination 


of many dove stomachs had revealed 
the contrary. 


At the end, Supervisor Graham 
wanted to absolutely prohibit the shoot- 
ing of doves. The board decided to 
stick by the old Ordinance in regard 
to doves, not tinkering further with 
the State law.

WILL SOON DECIDE IT. | 
Superior Court Expected to Render 
an Opinion Today in Case Involving 


Derated Police Officers. 


A ripple of excitement was . 
among the members of the — — 
last night by the report that a decision 
had been rendered in the cases brought 

y the deruted police officers against 

e Board of Police Commissioners for 
reinstatement, and that the decision 
had been in favor of the officers, prac- 
tically Knocking out the civil service 
provisions of the amended city charter 
in so far as they apply to the police 
and fire departments. 

An investigation of the rumor showed 
that the deciajon has not been actually 
rendered, but ‘the opinion of the Supe- 
rior Court in the cases is being pre- 
pared, and all that is necessary to 
make it effective ts its rendition in open 
court. The action is for a writ of man- 
date to compel the Board of Poiice 
Commissioners to reinstate the officers 
who are piaintiffs in the case. They 
are former Secretary Cottle, former 
Bailiff Kosso and former Desk Ser- 
geant Edwards, 

No person except the judge of the 
department in which the case is pend- 
ing, knows what the decision will be, 
but there is a persistent rumor that it 
will be in favor of the derated officers. 
If such is the decision it will have an 
important effect upon the administra- 
tion of affairs in both police and fire 
departments. It has been contended 
that the provisions of the amendments 
to the charter with reference to those 
departments are contradictory and am- 
biguous. The reason lies in the fact that 
all of the amendments proposed to the 
people were not ratified at the election 
last December, and in some of the sec- 
tions which were carried at the polis 
reference is made to certain sections 
which were defeated. It is therefore 
held that these sections are not bind- 
ing as they refer to something 
Which is not now, and never was a 
part of the charter. decision may 
be made public today.

Government’s Soiicitude About 
Funds— General News from 
the Republic.

CITY MEXICO, June 1, 1903.— 
The gentis of necessity has enabled 
Americans to accomplish perfect won- 
ders in the world of mechanics. This 
fact is illustrated by the experience of 
the young Americans from Los Ange- 
les, who are building the Pan-Ameri- 
can Ratiread in Southern Mexico, the 
last link of the intercolontal line that 
is destined, this year, to connect New 
York and Guatemala, via Mexico, by 
an all-rail route, broad gauge at that. 
General Mamager J. M. Neelands, who 
has just returned to Los Angeles, said 
that both H. I. Heintz and W. B. 
Green, who are constructing the road 
from Tonala to San Geronimo, and 
placing the telegraph line in connection 
therewith, are young men, full of en- 
ergy, ambitious and enthustastic. With 
a gang of 800 men they are building a 
Kilometre per day, an unusual if not 


only American contractor who has per- 


seph H. Hampaen. The Pan-American 
has laid 127 Kllometres of track and 
Nas 100 kilometres more graded. They 
expect to inaugurate the line by Sep- 
tember 16. and have regular trains 
running before the end of the year.

REDLANDS. 

CHURCH DEDICATED. 

REDLANDS, June &—The beautiful 
new Methodist Episcopal Church build- 
ing was dedicated yesterday. In the 
morning a large audience filled the 
auditorium to hear Bishop Hamilton 
deliver the dedicatory sermon. The 
structure has a very attractive exte- 
rior, being of Romanesque style in 
pressed brick and plaster finish. Above 
the main entrance rises a lofty square 
tower surmour d by a rounded pin- 
nacle. A smaller tower similar in style 
is over the lower entrance. The ex- 
terior decorations are elaborate pilas- 
ters and ornamentations of stone and 
terra cotta. The doors are stained 
green, with heavy wrought iron hinges, 
while two large and many small 
Stained glass windows add a touch of 
color to the whole. The interior is no 
less charming, and is convenient. 
There is a ladies’ waiting room and 
general waiting room just within the 
main entrance to the left and right of 
the vestibule, separated from the main 
room by half partitions and ground 
glass drop windows. The choir loft is 
at the right of the speaker, and a bal- 
cony about three sides of the room, 
The main auditorium will seat about 
nine-hundred persons, while the Sun- 
day-school room will increase this ca- 
pacity by 700. It is separated from the 
main room by an elaborately carved 
piece of woodwork, which may be 
Opened to permit of the rooms being 
thrown together if occasion demands. 
In the basement is a kitchen and a 
social and dining-room. The primary 
department is also in the basement. 
The church furnishings are in harmony 
with the rest of the building. The pews 
and altar pleces are of oak in Colonial 
style, while the carpetings are in green 
and wood brown. 

The tor, Rev. R. L. Bruc 
assist in the services by the 
ing named former pastors of his 
church: Rev. C. W. Nicklin, Rev. B. 
C. Corey, Rev. E. J. Inwood, Rev. L. M. 
Hartley and Rev. W. M. Stirling. After 
the sermon by Bishop Hamilton, sub- 
scriptions were asked for to the amount 
of $12,000, that sum being necessary 
to finish the payments on the structure. 
The subscriptions came in so quickly 
that in a short time all but $2000 had 
been provided for. In the evening this 
was easily made up, with $500 to spare. 
The trustees then presented the church 
for dedication and Bishop Hamilton 
proceeded with the ceremonies. 

In the afternoon union services were 
held, at which the pastors of the va- 
rious churches of the city were the 
principal speakers. In the eveni an 
impressive song service was rendered 
by the choir under the leadership of 
Cc. H. -Fowler. During the week

To Have Capacity of Six Hundred 
Barrels a Day—Movement Among 
Kern Operators—Important Meeting 
of the Reed Crude Company.

BAKERSFIELD, June 8.—The Call- 
fornia Consolidated Oil Fields Com- 
pany’s stills for the new refinery to 
be erected a* Maricopa, in the Sunset 
oil field, have arrived and the work 
of construction is to be commenced 
at once. The plant will have a capac- 
ity of 600 barrels a day. There are 
now two refineries in operation at Sun- 
set, the Navajo and Jewett 4 Blod- 
gett's. 
Strong pressure is being brough* to 
bear upon the Santa Fé Railroad Com- 
pany to continue its Sunset line a dis- 
tance of about three miles into the 
heart of the oi] fields, by which it will 
reach a large number of wells that 
have been developed by numerous com- 
panies during the past year. The 
route is from Pioneer to Maricopa, 
where a refinery is to be erected for 
the Wichita and California Consolidat- 
ed On Companies. 

John D. Spreckels and Messrs. Matt- 
son and Croker, the second of the 
Pacific Transportation Company, and 
the latter president of the Crocker, 
Woolworth National Bank, all of San 
Francisco, who are interested in the 
Monarch Oil Company at Sunset, have 
interested themselves, together with 
other men of the oil district, and are 
said to have secured definite assur- 
ances from the Santa Fe officials that 
the extension will be built in a very 
short time. 

The proposed line will reach the 
properties of the Fulton, Maricopa, 
Lion, Tiger, Sunset, Center, Monarch, 
Del Rey, T. and P., Superior, Untted 
Crude, Stratton and many other oil 
companies.

A small 
number of rejected ballots for each 
precinct allows for the difference be- 
tween the totals and the sums of the 
‘votes for and against prohibition.

A yawn and a stretch—euch simple, 
commonplace, even vulgar acts—how 
can they have so marked an effect in 
relieving vital stagnation?

have peculiar advantages. They do not 
necessitate apparatus; they may be 
anywhere; they occupy but 
ittle time; they are adapted to an 
ages and all degrees of strength, and 
can be practiced with equally good 
results by the child, the invalid, the 
trained athlete; they cannot do any 
injury; they tend to symmetrical, and 
not lumpy development of the mus- 
cular system; they do not produce ex- 
haustion, either of body or mind; they 
uce to ease, quietness and grace 
ef movement. 
VIBRATORY WORK EXCESSIVE. 
As regards the time given to these 
exercises and the amount of force ap- 
plied, no general rule applicable to all 
cases can be giver. The best guide 
will be one’s own sensations. A sen- 
sation of fatigue should always be 
the sign to stop at once. Five min- 
utes two or three times a day is a 
fair average of time to devote to the 
stretching movements. Many people. 
however, would be unable to do more 
than a minute's work without fatigue. 
Others, again, could give these exer- 
cises much more time with advan- 
tage. As to the amount of force put 
into the stretch, the general mistake 


u to stretch too firmly. A trembling 


or ‘vibration’ of the muscles can 
hardly be other than an evidence of 
Remember, as 
explained above, that the good effect 
of the stretch is due largely to the 
fact that contraction of the muscles 
squeezes the blood out of them and 
onward into the heart and lungs. For 
this purpose strained contraction is 
not necessary. The best criterion as 
proper amount of force to ap- 
ply to the stretch is the act of which 
t is an imitation—a real stretch with 
a yawn. The feeling of the writer is 
that the best stretching exercise is 
the one that most resembles a real, 
honest, vulgar stretch with a yawn— 
no more effort of will, no more effort 
of body, and the result will be rest- 
beneficial 


Those 

wo are unaccustomed to 
physical activity, should practice the 
movements moderately for a time, in 
order to avoid any chance of a slight 
soreness of the muscles, which some- 
times follows the too rous stretch- 
ing of untrained muscles. The less 
clothing worn during this tice the 
better. Now, for a few t 1 stretch- 
ing exercises: 


SOME EXERCISES.

relazed, arms 
hanging at the sides. Now inhale 
breath slowly and gently, at the same 
time lifting the arms slowly in front 
of the body, until by the time the 
lungs are I., the arms are extended 
straight upward. While reaching this 
position, allow the weight of the 
body to sway forward, and turn the 
face upward towerd the ceiling. All 


this is done * gently, while 


inhaling a full breath. As soon as 
the lungs are full, and the arms have 
reached up and forward as far as 
they easily can, hold the breath and 
stretch body, head and arms firm'y 
upward and forward, as though trying 
to place the faceand hands against 
the ceiling. 

The breath is held in a kind of grunt 
just as it often is during a natural 
stretch. Then after a moment or two 
of comfortable stretching, relax al 


the important muscles of the body, 
and forces all ite structures into (or 
at least toward) their normal position. 

Exercise No. Stand easily, as in 
preceding. Take breath slowly, at the 
same time raising the arms straight 
out at the sides. The weight should 
be swayed forward and the face up- 
lifted. Now, the lungs delng full and 
the arms straight cut sidewise, hold 
the breath and stretch firmly, reach- 
ing out sidewise as far as possibile 
with each arm. | 

This exercise is particularly valua- 
ble for the development of the chest, 
shoulders and lungs, and for the re- 
placement of neck, chest and shoulders 
when these aré bent out of their nor- 
mal position. 

Exercise No. 3-—Stond on left foot, 
steadying yourself by grasping a 
chair or some similar object. Now 
take ful! breath slowly, and holding 
same, raise right leg from the floor 
and stretch it firmly downward and 
outward. ( Fig. 1.) Then reverse 
the position, and take same exercise 
with left leg. 

This exercise. although mainiy for 
the leg, has powerful effect upon all 
the muscles of the body. 

Exercise No. (Stand with heels 
together. arms at side. Now. inhale 
breath slowly. at the tame time rais- 
ing the arms straight in front, until 
they are lifted straight above the 
head, palms forward, thumbs touch- 
me. Then, holding knees firmly back, 
sweep arms and body forward toward 
the floor, thus stretching firmly the 
muscles at the “small of the back“ 
and behind the knees. (See Fig. 2.)
